We are com- 
ing oat into that broader light that 
began away back in England. ~ So 
it is pleasant to as to oome back 
into the broad thought that Jesno Christ 
stands preeminently as the center of all 
Christian thonght, an 1 before whom we 
all bow and toward whom our best ef- 
forts are directed. 8n it is a pleasure 
to welcome one to oar church who is 
about to leave tts. We are indebted much 
to the oharoh he represents and which 
we welcome with him, for our existence. 
It was through the influence of Oxford 
and Cambridge that Congregationalism 
was born, and thus we owe mnoh to 
Episoopansm, and I rejoice that I am 
able to say that with my friend who ie 
hereto-night, that we can walk nnder 
the oaks ot Andovsr in harmony. When 
Beeohar lay dead with his shield over 
him it was Phillip Brooks who said to 
his people- "Ihere lies tbe greatest 
preacher America has produced." 
Who 


doubts, had Brooks died first that Beeoh- 
er would not have said the same of 
Phillip Brooke? I welcome one to-night 
who is in harmony with this kind of lib- 
erty. I welcome him because we oan 
sympathize with each other. 
We have 


been together mnoh, bat have goaaipped 
little in our conversation because in him 
I found one who was always delighted to 
talk about high intellectual matters. I 
always found it profitable to be with him. 
And now I want to say that though yon 
yon go hence, the temples yon have 
built and wrought opon here, and which 
yon leave to the hands of others will al- 
ways stand ont as memorials to your de- 
votion to the cause of Christ and his 
spirit 
May yon have even greater! suc- 


cess in the future than in the past; that 
your work may have still greater power 
and still greater results." 


In responso Bev. M. M. Goodman 


said: I am sorry I have not thp strength 
I ought to have to make proper reply to 
the elegant words that fell from the lips 
of the pastor of this ohnroh. My throat 
U in very bad shape having twice to-day 
submit ted to an operation on it.

Aa I go forward to •• naw work I go 
stronger, and yet it is with a good deal of 
hesitation. My work among yon has 
been so pleasant that I will carry tbe 
memory of it with me. I thank yon, my 
friend, for the words ol encouragement 
yon have given me to-night; none so 
mnoh as yourself has known my heart 
I congratulate yon on the result of your 
excellent work her,-, and though we may 
be separated we shall be one in heart, 
one in spirit, and one in devotion to the 
work of the Master.
